Whether  for  picuics,  leas,  recep- 
tions, weddings,  or  a simple  lunch, 
there  is  nothing  more  enjoyable  thin 
dainty  sandwiches.  The  old  fash- 
ioned way  to  make  sandwiches,  was 
lo  cut  huge  slices  of  bread,  spread 
them  thickly  with  hutter,  and  place 
between  them  large  slices  of  cold 
meat,  usually  ham  or  heel.  No  won- 
der people  grew  tired  of  them,  and 
preferred  almost  anything  else.  To 
day  they  are  entirely  different.  Bread 
at  least  two  days  old  is  required  for 
them,  but  it  must  be  moist  and  nice. 
Gut  very  thin  slices  from  the  loaf, 
with  a very  sharp  knife,  and  spread 
them  thinly  with  nice  fresh  hutter, 
and  then  with  a filling  of  meat.  Gut 
them  in  small,  udd  sha|>ea--dla- 
mouds,  squares,  octagons,  etc.  Wrap 
them  all  up  in  a large  napkin  that 
has  previously  been  wrung  out  in 
cold  water,  aud  putaway  iu  a moist, 
e sit  place  until  ready  to  serve.  No 
crusts  should  be  used.  Tiny  rolled 
sandwiches  are  dainty  and  pretty  or 
weddings  and  receptions,  aud  easily 
made.
